FRANCE KILLS MANY; 


CAUSE IS UNKNOWN 


Two Very Violent Explo­ 
sions Do Great Damage in 
Plant North of Paris 


CHILDREN ARE HURT

very violent explosions today in 
a 
factory at La Courneuve, north 
of 
Paris, caused the deaths of 30 per­ 
sons and the in ju ry of a large n u m ­ 
ber, mostly slightly. 
The causes of 
the explosion have not yet been defi­ 
nitely determ ined. 
La Courneuve is 
seven kilom eters from the cathedral 
of Notre Dame, in th e direction of 
St. Dennis. 
American Red Cross and arm y am ­ 
bulances were am ong the first at the 
scene of the explosion. 
A num ber of wounded w ere car­ 
ried in m otor trucks. 
An American 
arm y officer dressed the wounds of a 
child cut by flying glass nearly a mile 
from the scene of the disaster. 
The child was one of several score 
in a school in which every window 
was shattered. 
F irem en w ere unable to approach 
the burning factory n earer than 800 
yards. 
Survivors declare th a t the acci­ 
dent was due to a m an dropping a 
box of percussion fuses, which set off 
a box of grenades. 
N early 1,000 persons were shelter­ 
less as the result of dam age to their 
homes.

They were so busy getting 
away that there was only a feeble re­ 
turn to the American fire, and none of 
the American patrol was injured. 
Raid on U. S. Trenches. 
With tlie American Array in France. 
March 18.—After a terrific artillery 
preparation large numbers of the en­ 
emy crossed No Man’s Land on the ex­ 
treme right of the American sector 
northwest of Toul. 
Apparently the purpose of the raid 
was quickly accomplished nnd only 
a 
comparatively 
small 
number en­ 
tered our lines. 
Permission lias not 
been given to mention the number of 
casualties. 
This raid, like most of the others 
carried out all the way from the sea 
to Switzerland, was designed to gath­ 
er Information by means of taking pris­ 
oners.

East of Luneville our patrols have 
explored part of the German trench, 
which our artillery forced the enemy 
to abondon.

Henry Clews—Finances and War 
JPJEJNRY CLEWS, in hi3 weekly letter, says in part: 
That transactions 
in Stock Exchange secu rities shou ld b e confined to limited proportions 
does not appear remarkab le if analysis is frankly attempted of the condi­ 
tions u nder which they are b eing condu cted. 
We are, for instance, at the 
threshold of a new war loan, larger in volu me, it is u nderstood, and more 
r 
attractiv e in retu rn than either of the offerings which have preceded it. 
At 
the same time we every day are approaching on the Western war front the 
activ e resu mption on a major scale of hostilities which, with the arrival of 
spring , are so inevitab le. 
It has heretofore b een emphasized in these ad­ 
v ices that the renewal of active fighting this year contains for u s a mu ch 
greater personal element. Ou r own men are for the first time to u ndertake 
a liberal share of the b u rden of the war. Every day the new arrivals of ou r 
troops in Franc will add to American responsib ilities. 
It need not b e said 
that these responsib ilities will b e shou ldered manfu lly and su ccessfu lly. 
But th® inev itable toll of war mu st b e faced frankly; from now on a mu ch 
wider appreciation will at home here b e entertained of the real cost of war. 
This is a factor in the financial situ ation which shou ld b e appraised at its 
face valu e— it is the inexorab le price of ou r participation in this War 


of Empres. 
As to the u ltimate du ration of the stru ggle, the week's developments 
contain little which seems to su ggest that the end has approached apprecia­ 
bly nearer. No dou b t the enemy, if it were possib le for him to consolidate 
and perpetu ate the fru its of the invasion of a demoralized Ru ssia, wou ld 
be more than willing to advance su ch terms for restitu tion of Belgian and 
French territory as to meet mu ch more clearly the demands of ou r own 
country and of our associates in the war. 
The Germanizing of the great 
Russian empire, the control of its trade and of its hu ge resou rces— those 
which have b een developed and those not— wou ld provide an ou tlet for 
German expansion u ndou b tedly far b eyond any hope entertained b efore 
the war beg an. Bu t su ch a settlement of the war is not possib le. 
At b est 
it would mean merely a temporary tru ce with a determination of the mili­ 
tary caste of Berlin, after once the Ru ssian situ ation had b een placed u nder 
control, to resu me and continu e its plan of world conqu est which has b een 
®o unmistakably displayed as the u nderlying ob ject of the present war. 
President Wilson in his message to the Ru ssian Soviet at Moscow has, how­ 
ev er, intimated the American position on the Ru ssian prob lem, which 
problem mu st be considered b u t a separate division of a single great qu es­ 
tion. 
The only possib le b asis for peace which can b e considered is one 
which will mean a permanent peace predicated u pon the overthrow of 
autocracy and the safegu arding of democratic ideas of freedom of thou ght 
and action. 
Unfortu nately the recent su ccesses of the enemy in Ru ssia 
are calcu lated to delay su ch a resu lt. 
German leaders now are reported 
to be willing to consider a peace on the b asis of the statu s qu o ante in the 
West and the statu s qu o in the East. 
This impossib le solu tion appears all 
there is contained in the more recent press reports of renewed peace 


feeler® from Berlin. 
It merely is axiomatic that the longer the du ratio ’ o* the war the 
g reater Its cost and the greater the addition to ou r hu ge national deb t 
1 
which is so rapidly piling u p. 
The money situ ation already has developed 
a deg ree of strain which calls for cau tion in Stock Exchange operations. At 
the moment the market is b eing called u pon to depend almost entirely u pon 
money accommodation afforded in the form of demand loans.
